1 . SUMMARY: IN NOVEMBER WE TRANSPERRED TO THE GOM UP 
TO DOES 4 MILLION WORTH OP BELL 212 HELICOPTERS: CONGRESSMAN 
LOU PREY PAID US A BUSY AND USEFUL VISIT; AN AID OFFICER 
ARRIVED POR 3 MONTHS TDY; THE EMBASSY REPLIED TO THE 
SECRETARY'S NARCOTICS MESSAGE; WE REPORTED PROPOSED REVISIONS 
OP THE MEXICAN NARCOTICS LAWS; THE MEXICAN PRESS CARRIED 
THE USUAL SPATE OP ARTICLES DECRYING THE ARMS-FOR-DRUGS 
TRAFFIC, LAWLESSNESS IN CULIACAN AND DRUG ADDICTION AMONG 
STUDENTS; AND ANOTHER TREATMENT CENTER OPENED IN MEXICO 
CITY. ON THE ENPORCEMENT SIDE, OCTOBER WAS A HARD ACT TO 
POLLOW AND MEXICO FELL FAR SHORT OF THAT MONTH'S DRAMATIC 
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SUCCESSES. NONETHELESS THE PRESSURE WAS KEPT ON AND SOME 
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2.4 MILLION SQUARE METERS OF POPPY FIELDS WERE DESTROYED 
(ABOUT 600 ACRES). 

2. EMBASSY AND COM ACTIVITIES 

A. ON NOV. 1 AMBASSADOR JOVA AND MEXICAN ATTORNEY 
GENERAL OJEDA PAULLADA EXCHANGED LETTERS EFEECTING AN AGREE- 
MENT TO PROVIDE THE GOM FOUR ADDITIONAL BELL 212 HELICOPTERS. 
CAPABLE OE CARRYING 12-15 PERSONS, THESE LARGE AIRCRAET 

WILL BE USED IN THE UP-COMING ERADICATION CAMPAIGN. THE 
AG'S ELEET OE LARGE HELICOPTERS NOW STANDS AT NINE SHIPS 
(THE TENTH CRASHED AND WAS DESTROYED IN SEPTEMBER). (MEXICO 
9297). 

B. CONGRESSMAN LOU EREY, JR. (R. ELA.) VISITED 

MEXICO TO DISCUSS NARCOTICS AND TRANSPORTATION QUESTIONS. 
WHILE HERE HE WAS BRIEEED BY EMBASSY OEEICIALS AND HELD A 
VERY USEEUL CONVERSATION WITH THE AG. (MEXICO 9667). 

C. AID OEEICER CESAR BERNAL ARRIVED IN EARLY NOVEMBER 

TO BEGIN AN APPROXIMATELY THREE-MONTH TOUR OE TEMPORARY 
DUTY WITH THE DEA OEEICE HERE. HIS JOB IS TO HANDLE TECHNICAL 
ARRANGEMENTS EOR IMPLEMENTING THE NARCOTICS AGREEMENTS ON 
MATERIAL ASSISTANCE (STATE 241 1 15). 

D. THE EMBASSY RESPONDED TO SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
MESSAGE CONCERNING THE PRESIDENTIAL DIRECTIVE ON NARCOTICS 
CONTROL (MEXICO 9856). 

E. WE REPORTED ON A PROPOSED REVISION OF THE MEXICAN 
NARCOTICS LAWS. APPARENTLY A MOVE TO STIEEEN PENALTIES EOR 
COMMERCIAL TRAEEICKERS, THE DRAFT LEGISLATION WILL BE 
REPORTED AGAIN WHEN IT HAS BECOME LAW (MEXICO 9836). 

E. IN OTHER NOVEMBER DEVELOPMENTS: (1) THE MEXICAN 
PRESS EDITORIALIZED AGAINST THE ARMS-EOR-DRUGS TRAFEIC, 
STRESSING THAT USG SHOULD ACT TO LIMIT ARMS SMUGGLING INTO 
MEXICO AS A QUID-PRO-QUO EOR GOM COOPERATION IN STEMMING 
THE NORTHWARD ELOW OE NARCOTICS; (2) THE "DRUG CAPITAL", 
CULIACAN WAS AGAIN SINGLED OUT BY THE PRESS AS EXMPLARY 
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OE A TOTALLY LAWLESS CITY; (3) ATTORNEY GENERAL OJEDA 
PAULLADA AND USG/GOM COOPERATION WERE HAILED EDITORIALLY 
EOR EFEECTING THE IMPORTANT RECENT (OCTOBER) BLOWS AGAINST 
THE NARCOTICS TRAEFIC; (4) TWO DOCTORS WERE ARRESTED FOR 
RUNNING A SELF-STYLED "PSYCHIATRIC CLINIC" IN MEXICO CITY, 

IN WHICH ADDICTS WERE SUPPLIED WITH PEYOTE, MARIJUANA 
AND OTHER ILLEGAL MATERIAL; AND (5) YET ANOTHER TREATMENT 
CENTER EOR DRUG ADDICTION WAS OPENED IN MEXICO CITY.
